vernment but the Presbyteriall', { Though it bee nor yer fully 
ſettled according to the Word of God, and the exrmple of che 


beſt Reformed Churches ) canas eaſily encline when hee thinks * 


good both the King and them , and the body of that Kingdome 
ro a thorow and perfe& Reformation, He thar made the Aſſem- 
blies and Parliaments of both Kingdomesto agree upon one Di- 
retory for the Publike Worſhip of God ; can alſo when he will 
make an agreement inthe other Parts of Uniformitie; Confeſſion 
of Faith, form of Church Government ,-and Catechiſme , In 
all which there hath beene alſo a good progreſſe made in the 
Reverend and Learned Afſemblie of - Divities through the good 
hand of God ſo long upon them. 

Having now ſeen ſo much of God both in the beginning and 
progreſle of this his great Work ; And his Hand having done ſo 
wondrous things for his People in their greateſt extremities of 
danger, and having diſcovered and defeatethe plors of Enemies, 
making them fall even by their own Counſels ; Theſe things wee 
reſolveto keep ſtill fixed in our hearts, and as memorials be- 
fore our eyes , that remembring the Works of the Lord, andthe 
Years of the Right Hand 'of the moſt High, wee may neither 
want matter of Praiſes and Thankſgivings, nor experience to 
breed hope. Although the building of the Houſe of the Lord in 
England be nor yer, after ſo long expeRation, finiſhed, -and now 
allo the Work ceaſerh's Yet wee doe from our hearts blefſe the 
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The Generall Aſſembly , 164-7. « 
nianiſme, Anabaptiſme , Antinomianiſme , Browniſme, Era{- 
rianiſme , Independency , andthat which is called ( by abuſe of 
the word ) Liberty ot Conſcience, being indeed Liberty ot 
Errour, Scan&all, Schiſme, Herehie, diſhonouring God , oppo- 
ſing the Truch , hindering Reformation, and (educing others z 
W hereunto we adde'thoſe Naullifidians , or men of no Religion, 
commonly called Seekers: Yea, wee cannot but look upon the 
Dangers of the true Reformed Religionin this Iſland, as greater 
now then before; Not onely for that thoſe very principles and 
tandamenrals of Faith which under Prelacy , yea, under Povery 
x ſelf, were generally received as uncontrov<rted , are now by 
the Scepticiime of many SeRaries of this time either oppugned, 
or called in queſtion , Burt alfo, becauſe in ſtead of carrying onthe 
Reformation cowards perfection , that which hath beene already 
built is in part caſt down, and indangerto be wholly overthrowne 
through the endexrvours of SeCtaries to comply with many of rhe 
Prelaicall 2nd Malignant , and eventhe Popiſh party ; and their 
joyning hand in hand, and caſting in their lors , and interweaving 
their intereſts cogether in way of Combination, againſt the Co- 
venant and Presbyteriall Government; Yea, the unclean ſpirit 
which was caſt out, is about to enter againe with (even other [pt- 
rits worſe then himſelte, and ſo the latter end like cobe worſe then 
the beginaing. 

We are extremely ſorry that we have cauſe to aggravate theſe 
evils from the crying fin of breach of Covenant, Whereof if we 
thould hold our peace, yet according ro the Word of the Lord, 
other Nations will ſay , and many among them do ſay , Whete- 
fore hath the Lord done thus unto this People 2 and what mean- 
ech the heart of this great anger And they anſwer one another, 
Becauſethey have forſaken the Covenant of the Lord their God, We 
would not be underitood as if we meant either to Juſtifie this Na- 
tion , orto charge ſuch a fin upon all in that Nation. We know 
the Covenant hath been in divers particulars broken by many in 
both Kingdomes, the Lord pardon it, and accepr a Sacrifice z 
And wee doe nor doubt but there are many ſeven chouſands in 
England who have not onely kept themſelves -unſported, and re- 
tained their integrity in that buſineſſe , hur doe alſo mourne and 
groane before the Lord forthat fin of others. Yer we ſhould bur 
deny our own fence and betray the Trurh , i#t we ſhould not reſent 
fo great a finne and danger, as is the breach of a Solemne Cove- 
nant , {worn with hands lifted up-ro the moſt-High God : Which 
breach however varniſhed over with fome colourable and hand- 
ſome prerexts , one whereot is-the Liberty and Common Right 
of the free People of England, as once. Saul brake a Covenanr 
with the Gibeonites , 1» his Jeal to the Children of Iſracl and Fn- 
dah: Yet God could not then,and cannornow be mocked; Yea;itis 


edo 
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r00 apparent and undeniable, that among thoſe who did rake the 
Covenant of the three Kingdomes , as there are many who have 
given themſelves to a deteſtable indifferency or neutralitie, ſo 
thereis a Generation which hath made defection to the contrary 
Part; Perſecuting as far as they could that true Reformed Reli- 
g10n,in Doctrine, Worſhip, Diſcipline,and Government , which 
by the Covenant they ought to preſerve againſt the common Ene- 
mies ; hindering and -refiſting that Retormation'and Unitor- 
mity , which by the Covenant ought to bee endeavoured ; 
preſerving and tolerating thoſe curſed things which by the Cove- 
nant ought to be extirpate z eſpecially Herefie and Schiſme, en- 
croaching upon, yea offering violence unto the Rights, Priviledges, 
and Authority of Magiſtraciez ProteQting and affiſting ſuch as by 
the Covenant ought to have been brought to condigne triall and 
puniſhment, and perſecuting thoſe who by the Covenant ought ro 
be aſſiſted and defended; Endeavouring alſo a breach in ſtead 
of a firme Peace and Union berween the Kingdomes: So thar 
there is not any one Article of the Solemne League and Cove- 
nant which hath not been ſinfully and dangerouſly violated be- 
tore God , Angels, and Men. Now if a Covenant for the Pre- 
ſervation and Reformation of Religion , the Maintenance and 
Defence of Liberties was juſtly thought a' fit and excellent means, 
not only to ſtrengthen and fortifie the Kingdomes againſt the com- 
mon Enemie ot the true Reformed Religion , publike Peace and 
Proſperity ; But alſo , to acquire the favour of Almightie G O D 
towards the three Kingdomes, of England , Scotland , and Ire- 
land, as is expreſſed in the Ordinance of the Lords and Com- 
mons for the taking of the Covenant , datec| Febryary 2. 1643. 
Surely then the Authors and chiet Inſtruments of the breach of 
that Covenant , are to be looked upon as thoſe who ſtrengthen 
the hands of the common Enemie, and provoke the wrath of 
Almighty God againſt theſe Kingdomes. Yea, if this Cove- 
nant was the Soveraigne and onely meanes of the recovery of theſe 
embroiled bleeding Kingdoms, as is expreſſed in the exhortation 
of the Aſſembly of Divines to the taking of the Covenant, ap- 
proved and ordered to be Printed by the Houſe of Commons, 
The deſpiſing, refuſing , and caſting afide-of that remedy , muſt 
needs render the diſeale much more deſperate. And it by the De- 
claration of both Kingdomes jonyed in Arms,'_A4nn 1643. ſuch 
as would not take the Covenant, were declared 70 bee publike 
Enemies to their Religion ;and Conntrey, and that they are to be cen- 
ſured «nd puniſhed as profeſſed Adverſaries and Malignants. Who 
ſecth not now a ſtrange falling-away from theſe firſt Principles 
and Profeſſions, among theſe who either magnifie and cry up, or 
at leaſt connive at and comply with ſuch as have nor taken che 
Covenant, yea , are known Enemies to it, and cry down ach 


as arc moſt zealous for it ?

{lighting or breaking that Covenant which was taken, that ir was 
the ſpecial viſible character by which the friends of che Cauſe were 
diſtinguiſhed trom the enemies thereof; and they were (o far either 
trom crying down the Miniſtery and Ecclefiaſticall Aſſemblies, 
or from diſobeying any Orders or Commands of Parliament,thar 
a Generall Aſſembly of che Church, and a Parliament, weretwo 
chief Heads of their Petitions and deſires, atthattime when they 
had neither; And when they had obtained a Generall Aſſembly 
and Parliament, they chearfully ſubmitted to both reſpeQively. 
And now the dangers of Religion in this Ifland being ſo great, 
as there hath been lately a Solemne Humiliation throughout this 
Land, upon occaſion of theſe great and growing dangers; ſo we 
cannot bur ſtill look upon them as matters of frequent Prayer and 
Humiliation to our ſelves, as well as our Brethren in England; 
there being much fin in both Kingdomes procuring all this evill, 
and juſtly deſerving theſe,and heavier judgements. And as wee 
defire in the firſt place to be humbled for our own fins, and the 
fins of this Nation,ſ{o we truſt,our Brethren will bee willing to be 
put in minde of the neceſſity of their Humiliation and Repentance 
for the Nationall ſins of that Kingdome, which wee ſhall wiſh 
rather to be ſadly confidered by them,then expreſſed by us. One 
thing we are confident of, that God hath had a ſpeciall controver- 
fie againſt his People of old for the (in of a broken Covenant, and 
unwillingneſſe to bee Reformed and Purged according to the 
Word ot the Lord; and thartill theſe finnes were acknowledged 
and repented, his controverſie did not take an end. We are no 
leſfle confident that the godly and well affeed will in tenderneſſe 
of conſcience timely ſearch out, weigh well,mourn for, and ſtudy 
ro remove all the cauſes of the Lords preſent controverſic againſt 
that Nation. What the honourable Houſes of Parliament have 
to bee humbled for, and to reform or amend, they have been 
(and we truſt ſtill are) put in minde by ſuch as are Ambaſſadours 
to them in Chriſts ſtead art their ſolemn humiliations. © For our 
part,as we have alwayes mentioned them in our prayers, -with 
chankſgivings alſo in their behalfe , ſo we now moſt humbly be- 
ſeech the Lord, to dire and blefſe them, and in their preſent diffi- 
culties to keep them by his Grace from all ſinfull compliance, 
eſpecially from eſtabliſhing iniquity by a Law to ſhew them why 
he comtendeth with them , that the true cauſe of his controverſie 
may be removed, and that the glory of his Name, the Kingdome, 
Crown, and Scepter of his Son Jeſus Chriſt, with his Word, 
Lawes, Ordinances, Trueth, Miniſters, may be yet more ſer by

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in their eyes,thart they alſo may finde a further performance ot the 
Word:of the Lord: Exalt her and ſhe ſhall promote thee. And, 
them that honour mee, T will honony. 

We ſhall now by the mercies of God,and in the bowels of Jeſus 
Chriſt ; carneſtly beſeech all thoſe of whatſoever quality or con - 
dition in England, who have entred into the ſame League and Co- 
venant with us, and eſpecially the Houſes of Parliament, the Ciry 
of London, and Aſſembly of Divines , that with ſound Humilia- 
tion, fervent Prayer, and making ſure their Peace with God,they 
may joyne all care , faithfulnefle and zeal, ro hold faſt the profeſ- 
fion of their Faith without wavering , againſt the many hereſies 
and errors of theſe times, that they may according to their places 
and callings endeavour to the utmoſt of their power to prevent or 
hinder the laying afide or {lighting of the Covenant , the re-eſta- 
bliſhment of Epiſcopacy , and the toleration of Popery, Prelacy, 
Hereſfie , Schiſme , Superſtition , or Profanneſle , and nor ſuffer 
themſelves, direQly or indiretly , by whatſoever combination, 
perſwaſion or terrour, to bee divided and withdrawn from thar 
bleſled Union and Sacred Covenant, cither to the contrary ſide, 
or to a neutrality in this Cauſe,which ſo much concerneth the glo- 
rie of God, the good of the Kingdomes, and the Honour of the 
King; but all the dayes of their lives zealouſly and conſtantly 
continue therein againſt all oppoſition , and promote the ſame ac- 


cording to their power againſt all lets and impediments whatſo-. 


ever, Which things both they and wee have ſolemnly and in the 


{1ghrof God {worn unto. Andas we defired them to reſt confi- 


dent of the conſtancy of their Brethren in this Nation , in adhe- 
ring to that Covenant in all the Articles rhereof,which we ſhall by 
the Grace of Chriſt ( without which we are nothing ) fincerly, 
really, and conſtantly purſue and promote,ſo far as concerneth our 
Places and Callings; uſing our utmoſt endeavours towardsthe ſup- 
preſſion of thoſe errors, which have ſo dangerouſly hurt Religion 
in this Ifland : So, we expe confidently the like of our Brethren 
in England united in Covenanant with us, and that what ever they 
may have cauſe to fear or bee called ro ſuffer , yet the Lord will 
ſo ſtrengthen them by his grace, as that they may beableto ſay, 
Al this is come upon us, yet have we not forgotten thee , neither have 
we dealt falſely in thy Covenant, And here is the wildome and pa- 
tience of the Saints,to chooſe affliction rather then iniquity, to do 
duety inthe worſt of times , and to truſt God with events, and in 
lo doing , to hopeto the end and wait upon the Lord, untill hee 
plead their cauſe and execute judgement for them : So ſhall they 
bee more purified and not made blacker (as, alas , ſome are ) 

but whiter in times of tryall. 
More particularly, wee do deſire that Presbyreriall Govern- 
ment may be ſetled and put in praRiſe throughout that Kingdom, 
according 
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according to rhe Word of God, and example of the beſt Refor- 
med Churches : for without this wee know no other proper and 
effectuall remedy againſt the preſent dangers of Religion there , 
or for purging the Church from ſcandals, which are deſtruive 
either to ſound Doarine, or to Godlineſle : And herein we are 
confident, the experience of all the Reformed Churches will bear 
witnefſe with us. Nor do we doubt but in England alſo, time 
and experience will more and more commend, not only the beau» 
titull order , but the great utility, yea, neceſſity of this Govern« 
ment, and diſpel all che clouds of aſperfions and prejudices which 
it lierh under among ſuch as know it not , who ought therefore 
to beware of ſpeaking evill oft the things they underſtand nor; 
Yet we would not have our zeal for Presbyteriall Government

Nor laſtly , doth our zeal forthe Covenant and Presbyrteriall 
Government abate or diminiſh any thing art all from our Loyalty 
and Duety to the Kings Majeſty, although Incendiaries and Ene- 
mies ſpare not to reproach this Church and Kingdome with Dif- 
loyaltie ; Yer ſuch calumnies will eaſily be* repudiate by all who 
will examinethe whole courſe of the publicke proceedings in this 
Nation, in reference to the King, and particularly the Declaration 
of the-Parliament of this Kingdome, dated Fanwry 16. 1647% 
Wherefore 
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Wherefore paſſing all ſuch calumnies, which cannot but be hate- 
fullro God and good Men, wee do clearly and candidly profeſſe, 
That the Covenant and Presbyteriall Government are (o tar trom 
hindering or excluding our duety to the King , that it is thereby 
very much ſtrengthened and ſupported , for our giving to God 
what is Geds doth not hinder us , but help us, to give unto Czſar 
what is Czzſars. And wee earneſtly wiſh his Majeſties Reyall 
hearr may bee graciouſly inclined to the juſt deſires of his good 
Subje&s in both Kingdomes, and to that happy ſettlement of 
Truth and Peace, Religion and Righteouſnefſe, which may bee as 
well for the eſtabliſhment of his own Throne , is for the good 
of his people.
